Fire Protection 
Attitude 

(By A. E. Bridjges, Alberta Ftre 
Ootnmisaiioner) 

Having heard something about 
the destruction and dangler from 
fire and about ways to avoid fbe 
during the past Fire Preveoitkm 
Week, will theire be any change 
of attitude towards fire in the 
minds of Alberta dtizens? 

The question is, do we believe 
fire WEI oontiiiue much as beflore, 
but, of course, hoping that we our¬ 
selves wUl be able to avoid trou¬ 
ble? If this is typical of our at¬ 
titude, we ought to take a closer 
look at a very distuitdag situ¬ 
ation. 

Two weeks ago the Fire Oom- 
missioner’s Office began oounitiiig 
up the fires and totalling up the 
losses reported in Alberta each 
day. In this way, we can see 
trends and can make comparisons. 
So, on the basis of information for 
the past two-week period compar¬ 
ed with the same period last year 
there were the same number of 
fires, but four times as much 
property loss. There were also 
more injuries from fire. 

H we are not disturbed by this 
information we ought to be, be¬ 
cause we cannot afford lEgh fire 
losses since high fire losses are 
sure to result in higher fire loss 
premiuins. In addition, tbere were 
injuries, business interruption and 
losses of many things that cannot 
be replaced. It appears that we 
lack sufficient modvation to bring 
our fire losses down to tolerable 
levels. We have the know-bow but 
in some areas of endeavor tbere 
is not the necessary wUl, stew¬ 
ardship and constant supervisory 
effort. 

As Fire Oommlssioner, I feel 
we must never be complaioent 
about Are losses. We ou^ to 
have pride enough to do whatever 
is necessary to bring Alberta’s 
fire losses at least well below the 
national average. We can be sure 
that if our present rate of losses 
continues as for the first sk 
months of our OentehnM Year,' 
Alberta will again exceed the na¬ 
tional per capita fire loss. There¬ 
fore, I would recommend that 
every Chamber of Commerce or 
Boai^ of Trade take up this mat¬ 
ter of cutting down fire waste. 
These organizations are compris¬ 
ed of leaders in the business com¬ 
munity and it could be expected 
that their positive attitude would 
be of great advantage and may 
result in an improved fire loss 
picture for Alberta.

The dress was seen by a total 
of only eiS persons. It was worn 
by the Queen when she hosted 
a banquet for 115 guests-Cabinet 
members, high military officers, 
judges and (iplomats—followed by 
a state reception for 500 leading 
citizens. 

The banquet has been described 
as "une scene unique au monde”, 
topping off a splendid and colorful 
visit in the autumn of 1967. 

The beautiful gown was design¬ 
ed to give particular emphasis to 
, Elizabeth H as Queeu Qof Canada. 
Styled by Queen’s own ooutiirier 
Norman Hartnell, the dress is 
graceful in Mne, flowing from a 
slim bodice into a full skirt and 
wide curve of floor length satin. 

The skirt measures appiroiximate- 
ly seventeen and a half feet at the 
hem, and is particularly full at 
the back where the noaterial is 
formed into several small, loose, 
inverted pleats. 

There are three pieces to the 
skirt: the front piece is cut in a 
semi-circle and there are two side- 
back seams and one centreback 
seam below the 17-inoh neck :dp- 
per which joins the bodice and the 
skirt. 

The skirt itself is lined with a 
non-wo-ven interfacing to give ex¬ 
tra body to the material. Aittach- 
ed to the waist is an underskirt 
of stiff net, lined with green silk. 
The bodice also has a green sEk 
lining and tMs fastens separately 
from the dress by means ^ books 
and eyes. The bodice is boned in 
several places, giving extra sup¬ 
port and firmness through the 
long waistiine. 

The dress is embossed with vel¬ 
vet and studded with jewels in a 
rising arc patterned in leaves and 
flowers. The velvet green maple 
leaves are studded with diamo^ 
and emeralds and outlined in green 
and white crystals. Among the 
leaves is the White Rose of York 
formed of circles of green and 
white crystals, surrounded by 
yyrhito petals. . 

It was worn with a diamond ti¬ 
ara, which belonged to her grand¬ 
mother, Queen Mary, together 
with a triple link diamond neck¬ 
lace, the deep oval of the dress 
lending to its depth and radiance. 
The green harmonized with the 
blue of the Order of the Garter 
Sash, held in place by miniature 
sash^ Of her grandfather, George 
V and her father George VI. 

The royal visit had been plan¬ 
ned tar months in advance. Her 
Majesty, accompanied by Prince 
PhElip, arrived in Ottawa on Oct¬ 
ober 12, 1967, to open the new 
session of parliament and to spend 
the Oana^an Thanksgiving holi¬ 
day witii her subjects. 

It was an occasion of firsts as 
Elizabeth 11 came to Canada as 
Queen and ^ the first reigning 
monarch to open a Canadian Par¬ 
liamentary session. (Roland Mich- 
ener, the present Governor-Gen¬ 
eral, was at that time the new 
Speaker of the House of Commons) 
It was also to inaugurate the 
first Conservative Parliament in 
22 years and all of Canada was 
able to witness the ceromony as 
the nation provided one of the 
first cross-country TV link-ups. 

Monday, Ootober 14th was an oc¬ 
casion for color and splendor as 
the Quem, escorted by red-coat¬ 
ed Royal Canadian Mounted Po¬ 
lice, rode from Rideau Hall to 
ParUameot HE! in the State Lan¬ 
dau to open Parliament. 

Enthusiasm and warmth wel¬ 
comed the (joeen. Sunny weather 
and brillihHit autumn leaves lined 
the avenues of her tour through 
Ottawa and Hull as thousands 
greeted her as their Queen. 

The visit emphasiaed the histor¬ 
ic traditioas that Oaoada inherit¬ 
ed from Britain and at the same 
time allowed the purely Canadian 
character of the monarchy to be 
given prominence. 

It is this role that the dress now 
presented to the people of Canada 
is intoided to demonstrate.

For the Alberta fanner, 
everything depends on the 
weather and knowing today 
what it will be like tomorrow 
is a great asset. Farm-slanted 
weather forecasts, prepared 
by an agriculturist wortdng in 
consultation with the Dom¬ 
inion Public Weather Office, 
are issued daily to radio and 
TV stations and newspapers 
in the province by the 
Information Branch of the 
Alberta Department of Agri¬ 
culture. Each forecast gives 
a Farm Weather Synopsis, 
which discusses TODAY’S 
weather and gives special 
advice on farming operations, 
and a Regional Forecast for 
tomorrow plus an outlook for 
the day after. The probable 
effect of the weather on farm¬ 
ing operations is emphasized 
throughout. In addition to 
the agricultural weather fore¬ 
casts, the Information Branch 
also provides information and 
news on farming and home¬ 
making through "Call of the 
Land” farm broadcast, news 
releases and other methods. 

... how many uictures 
I here arc in Alberta's 
photo album? 

Twenty-five thousand square 
miles of Alberta, about ten 
per cent of the entire area of 
the province, have their por¬ 
traits taken each year. Over 
100,000 of these aerial photo¬ 
graphs are on file at the Maps 
and Aerial Photographs 


Branch of the Alberta Depart 
ment of Lands and Forests, 
Their purpose is far more 
utilitarian than ornamental 
because from these pictures, 
comes detailed information 
which allows the Branch to 
produce accurate and up-to 
date maps of the province. 
For example, each year, maps 
of the recreational areas in 
the Rocky Mountain Forest 
Reserve are updated to pro¬ 
vide hunters and fishermen 
with detailed information as 
to hi^ways, trails and water¬ 
ways. In addition, enlarge¬ 
ments from the aerial photos 
are excellent tools for farm 
planning, oil company sur¬ 
veys, and water resource 
studies. 


... about the purpose 
of those' strangc- 
looking instrumenis 
you sometimes see* 
set up beside Alberta 
highways? 


Well, it could be to measure 
your speed but it’s just as 
likely to be to measure the 
quality of the highway you're 
travelling on. The Research 
Council of Alberta, working 
with the Alberta Department 
of Highways and the 1! of A., 
is carrying out an extensive 
search for methods to im¬ 
prove highway construction 
through improved design 
techniques and new material 
specifications In addition to 
laboratory studies on the ma¬ 
terials being used, field in¬ 
vestigations are measuring 
riding qualities and structural 
stress, sub-grade character¬ 
istics and moisture tempera¬ 




ture factors. The purpose is 
to produce the formula for a 
hi^way whidi will give the 
greatest travelling comfort 
and Vhe longeft life at the 
lowest cost. This is just Pne 
facet of Research Council 
activities. Assistance to in- 
dustiy through information 
services, engineering and re¬ 
search prognuns and raw ma¬ 
terial investigations; studies 
of natural resources, develop¬ 
ments of new products and 
processes using Alberta raw 
materiab; and development 
of products suited to Alberta 
markets are all major factors 
in the operation of the Re¬ 
search Council of Alberta. 



... how you can 
prove you were born? 

If you’re a native Albertan, 
the solution is simple. Your 
birth certificate is on file 
(along with 1,299,999 others) 
at the Division of Vital Sta¬ 
tistics, Alberta Department 
of Health, vrtiere the records 
date ba(± to the days when 
Alberta was stiU a part of 
the North West Territories. 
There is pro\Tsion for record¬ 
ing each birth, death and 
marriage in the province with 
thi.s Division, Today, weekly 
reports from 170 District 
Registrars and monthly re¬ 
ports from issuers of marriage 


licenses keep the records up 
to date. For a fee, and with 
proof of your identity, you can 
obtain a copy of your birth 
or marriage certificate, or a 
death certificate when 
necessary. This service is 
invaluable for old age pension 
applicants, social agencies 
and other areas where proof 
of age is needed. The Div¬ 
ision of Vital Statistics assists 
in compiling the national 
records by invviding micro¬ 
filmed co|^ of its docu¬ 
ments to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, and i»no- 
vides an international service 
by making its records avaU- 
able to ail members of the 
United Nations. 


... wbat procedure is 
followed in |)erinitUng 
a teacher from a 
foreign country to 
become a part of tbe 
Alberta school 
system? 


All forei^ teachen applying 
for a position within Alterta’s 
educational system are 
screened carefully by the 
Teachers’ Certification 
Branch of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Education. First, 
it is determined if they ob¬ 
tained their training in an 
institute which maintains the 
standard acceptable to the 
province. 'Then, they must 
submit a University trans¬ 
cript of their study program. 
If their academic cr^entials 
are accepUble, they are asked 
to provide a tape recording 
of an interview with a person 
fluent in English. This estab¬ 
lishes the ability of the appli¬ 
cant to speak the language. 
References as to teaching 
ability and personal accept¬ 
ability are also required. In 
addition to screening foreign 
applicants for teaching in 
Alberta, the Branch also as¬ 
sesses foreign students for 
their place in the school 
system.

Often, it takes the eye of an 
expert to distinguish between 
a destructive insect and a us^ 
ful ally. To obtain the services 
of the experts in sudi identi¬ 
fication, just,£hedc with your 
local pt^ department or 
your district agriculturist If 
they can’t identify the insect 
in question, they’U caU on the 
Alberta Department of Agri¬ 
culture Crop Clinic. There 
the trained staff, working in a 
fully-equipped laboratory, will 
decide vriiether the species 
should be destroyed w (so- 
tected. ’This same service is 
obtainaUe for the identifica¬ 
tion of questionable birds, 
animals and plants. In addi¬ 
tion. tbe Crop Clinic plant 
pathologist advises on the 
nature and treatment of dis¬ 
eases of plants, be they agri¬ 
cultural crops or ornamental 
shrubs. Every year, tbe Crop 
Clinic idenUfies the diseases 
of, and suggests treatment 
for, over 1,500 submitted 
samples of field, fruit, vege¬ 
table and special cnqps, as 
well as housduM and garden 
plants.

The flat-rate orphans’ benefit 
and the flat-rate portion of the 
widows’ and disabled widowers’ 
pensions will be $25.50 a month 
rather than the $^.00 that would 
otherwise have been payable.

DlffeR'iit people associate dmffer- 
ent symptoms with indiglestion, 
the Canadian Medical Association 
reports. 

The most common symptoms are 
pain in the stomadi and chest, 
fuUness or bloating in the abdo¬ 
men, an excessive amount (rf gas, 
heartburn, loss of appetite and 
even nauseau. Most pe^e find 
these sjimptoms occurring soon 
after meals, and more frequently 
after eating certain foods. Some¬ 
times they associate headache and 
constipation with indigestion. 

There are many patent medir 
cines available without pres<aip- 
tion which are supposed to be 
useful in the relief of any or all 
of these symptoms. three 
main groups are antacids, laaia- 
tive and headache remedies. 

Antacids are taken to counter¬ 
act the effect of the hydrodhiorilo 


acid, normaEy present in the 
stomach. Taking large amounts 
of antacid may, however, dlsturt) 
the chemical balance of the body 
and cause such complications as 
kidney stones. 

The constant taking of laxatives 
to relieve constipation may inter¬ 
fere with the abwrption from the 
intestines of vitamins and other 
important food factors. 

Some of the drugs commonly 
used in headache tablets have 
been shown to cause inflamma¬ 
tion of the kidneys. 

The C.M.A. says, these are but 
three examples of why it is un¬ 
wise for people to a<faninister to 
themselves large amounts of pat¬ 
ent medicines. The other very im¬ 
portant factor, of course, is that 
the symptoms they are treating 
may be due to an underlying dis¬ 
ease. It would be more sensible 
for the individual to consult nis 
doctor.

He also pointed out that a most 
importamt and unique princ^ 
has been established by linkiiig 
pension payments to the Pension 
Index. 

“We are all aware of the diffi¬ 
culties faced by persons who must 
rely on fixed incomes for their 
support as they watch the pur¬ 
chasing power of their fixed dol¬ 
lars dwindle over the years,” said 
Mr. MacEachen. 

“Now, for the first time, begin¬ 
ning in January, 1968, we have 
the mteans to update pensions and 
E. J. Benson, whose depiartment 
Ls responsible for contributions, 
under the Canada Pension Plan, 
Rfr. ifeicEachen said that the max¬ 
imum pensionable earnings wii 
be increased from the present 
maximum of $S,0M bo a new maxi¬ 
mum of $8100. As of January, 
1966, contributions will be made 
on earnings between $600 and 
$5100, instead of on earnings be¬ 
tween $600 and $6,000 as at present. 

The increase in the maximum 
pensionable earmngs would mean 
that maximum yearly contribu¬ 
tions by emipl<^rs and employees 
would $81.00 instead of the pres¬ 
ent $79.20; that maximum year¬ 
ly contributions by self-employed 
persons would become $162.00 in¬ 
stead of the present $158.40. Con¬ 
tribution tables incorporating the 
changes are being prepared aqd 
will be mailed to all Canadian 
employers in November. 

Ail Canada Pension Plan retire¬ 
ment pensioas in pay will be in¬ 
creased in January. Those which 
become payable fw the first time 
in I960 wdU be d'lgbtly higher 
than they would otherwise have 
benefits in pay under the Old Age 
Security Act and the Canada Pra- 
sion Plan to reflect increases in 
the cost of living. This is done by 
multiplying a benefit or a pen¬ 
sion by the ratio of the Pension 
Index for the current year to the 
Pension Index for the previouB 
year.” 

As a result of the Pension In¬ 
dex iflcreaSiag by two per cent 
for 1968, Old A^ Security pen¬ 
sions will increase from $75.00 to 
$76.50 per month in January next. 


Pension Payments

OTTAWA — Increases in Old 
Age Security pensions, in Guar¬ 
anteed income Supplement pay¬ 
ments and in benefits and contri- 
butiotts under the Canada Pension 
Plan were announced October 18 
by Health and Welfare Minister 
Allan J. MacElachen and Revenue 
Minister E. J. Benson. 

In making the announcement in 
the House of Commons, Mr. Mac- 
Eadien said that the Pension Ih- 
dex has increased from 1967 to 
1968 by the two per cent ma4- 
mum allowed by the Iqglslatibn.

Open Verdict- 
Returned 

A coroner’s jury, investignting 
the death of Judy Gatto of Bdle- 
vue in the Blairmore court house 
October 26th, returned the foUoiw- 
ing open verdict: “We find that 
the said Judy Gatto met her death 
September 6, 1967, as the result 
of head injuries sustained in an 
accident at approximately 9 p.m. 
September 5,1967 on Alberta High¬ 
way No. 3, about one mile east of 
Coleman". 

The jury, under the direction of 
Coroner F. S. Radford, Of Blair- 
raore, comprised Don Tbomton, 
foreman; Trevor Slapak and Pete 
Sarioris of Blairmore, Matt Llnd- 
erman of Hilcrest, M White of 
Bellevue, and Fred Madieod of 
Coleman. 

Evidence given by eyenwitnesses 
indicate that George Chodyka of 
Coleman, was driving his motor¬ 
bike in an easterly direction on 
Highway 3 and had 16-year-old 
Judy Gatto as a passenger on his 
motorbike. He was in the process 
of passing an east-bound car and 
appears to have swung too wide 
and hit the (tort shoitoder on the 
left or north side, of the highway, 
lost control the bike and then 
struck some guard rail poles. 

Evidence given by Dr. R. Vam- 
um, attending physician, indicat¬ 
ed that Miss Gatto died in Cal¬ 
gary hospital on September 6th 
from a fracture at the base of 
the skull and other head injuries. 

EMdence was given by eyewit¬ 
nesses Reuben Seaman and Lor¬ 
raine Petsuk of Coleman, who 
were in the car the motor-bike at¬ 
tempted to pass. RiCMPolice in- 
ves^ated.
